King, and therefore, by that rule you are no SubjeRts, or (Tam fure 
no good ones.) From pag.177- to 186, he makesa long Relation 
of the cauſes why the Netherlandiſh Provinces fell from the King 
-of Spaine; as ſuitable to his purpoſe as Muſtard and Mince-pye to- 
gether, and then he brings in 7-/ian the Apoltare, flaine bya Chri- 
ſtan Souldicr; Pag,1 88.7 hat the Pope and Prelates alone, (without 
the conſents of Parliament, Peeres, or People) have depoſed and judge 
ed Hereticall and Tyrannicall Kings to death, and devote them to 
Aſſaſſination. This is but crowding upon the old fidle, becauſe the 
Pope hath done ſo to wicked Kings, therefore you will take a de- 
villiſth power ( ſomewhat worſe then a Popiſh) to ſupplant 
- and ruinate'a Juſt King and His Poſterity. Pag. 189. he preſents 
Tar qutin, Nero, Vitelins, their baniſhments and deathes, Pag.204. 
That Queen Elizabeth did ayde and fuccour Proteſtants that lived 
in other Countries, and that the King of Spazne did the like for Ro- 
mane ( atholiques, This is Prinnes Foble Boble,as plaine as a Pack- 
ſtaffe,; I wiſh that he and his Tribe would imitate thatgood Queen, 


and ſuccour the Proteſtants,and De. deſtroy and begger them dayly,

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as they doe, Pag.208. he ſwells and bliſters out his Volum, with

whereby Naboth was perjuriouſly accuſed, and Murthered, = 
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Ahab had the Vineyard, And from that Seal, and the notable ef- 
fets which it produced, M. Prinze derives his New Seale, and 
preſigeth what worthy aQts it may produce. _ 4 $ 

1 will name but one more of his Marginall Teſtificandums, EF- 
her.3.and 12, there he mencions King Abſ#er his Ring, which 
he delivered to Haman, wherewith he (ealed an Edit, that all the 
whole Nationofthe Tewes, young and old, that liv'd in the Kings 


large Dominions ( 1 27. Provinces) ſhouldall be flaughreredin one 


day. Bur I defire the Reader'to take notice, that though Zaman 
was a proud ambitious man, yet he did uſe no counterfeit Sea/e, 
nor nſurped any power but what he had from the King ; but M. 
Prime and his Maiſters, have neither the Kings Seale, leave or 
power, todeftroy His Subje&s, and Ruinate His Kingdome, but I 
would not have themto forget, (and make application too) that 
Haman was hanged although his fault was not-Treafon. But this is 
anotherſtrong Argument, what ſhall become ofthe Proteftants, and 
His Majelties Loyalleſt SubjeAs, it M, Prinzes new founded Seale 
were in forceand vigour. And'thas, out of his owne Annotations, 
he hath proved his Sea/esoriginalls, from Adulterous] Inceſt, Theee 
wing, Avarice, Murder ,Perjury, and Deſtrution; and what can be 
expected, but the like miſchicfes, and miſerics from this New- 
borne, Connterfeit, Adulterated Mangrel].

And when the 
Broad Seale came into uſe, it was zhe Seale of our Lord the King, 
or the Kings Broad Seale,and the { hancetors were calle! the Kings 
{hancellors (not the Peoples, northe Parliaments) pag. roand1r, 
that the Kings from time totime ordered, and altered the Grear 
Seale at their pleaſurcs,. and that King Richard the firſt. pretending 
that the Great Seale was loſt, when Roger bi Vicechaxcellonuy was 
drowned before the Iſla of Ciprus, and that the King canſed a New 
Seale tobe made, Allthis is granted, but no part of this doth fay 
that a Parliament made that Seale, (*tis faid the King cauſed it to 
| be made) beſides, that was not a counterfeit Sea/emade by a Fai. 
on, without the. Kings Conſent, or, which is more, againſt Royall 
Commands and Proclamations, to the contrary. Thenhe goes on 
honeſtly,. that or Kings have altered their Seales with varionm Jn. 
ſeriptions, Stiles, and Armes, but alwayes of their owne, and in 
their owne names, never of the Parl1aments. { For I thinke their 
Armes and Motto, except it ſhould be A Beaſt with many Heads, 
are yer to ſceke.) Nor was1it ever medled with in Parliament, but 
for the Kings behalfe,in the Kings name, by the Kings Authority, 
and according to his will , as even thoſe two Inſtances of a New 


Broad Seale, made for Edward thefirlt, pag. 18,19. Whilſt he was 


abſent militating in the Holy Land ; And for Henry the ſixth, when 
he w.t an Infant of nine monthes old, and his Vukle the Protefor, 
doe more then manifeſtly convince, dire&]y contrary to what he 

roduceth them to proye, Nor were there any proportion or para- 

ell betwixt an abſent, and a preſent King, betwixt an implicite 
Conſent, andan exprefſe Command to the contraty,” betwixt rhe 
ſtate of a Child, and a Mature expertenc'd King ; If the intents of 
our Parliaments were as Loyall as thoſe appeared to be, (Whereas 
indeed the contrary is apparent, ) but thathe preſumes that all his 
Gee/e ſhall paſſe for Swennes, and that he can perſwade the People 
that the Moone is'made of the ſame Calves (kin, thathis new broad 
Seale ſhall be aftix'd unto.

Burrough, left to the diſcretian of the Inſtices of Peace (if they 
have any) or to the keeping of ſome honeſt good man of the Coun- 
ty (M. Pym was oncerepured fit to have been the Keeper of this 
Seale ) p,20, this Seale is great enough yet to have the ſtoned Horſe 
carved initfor the bearing, which Pyw's father dequeatied ro Apnry 
or the Sea/c of Alnegers and ColleAours, &+c. or that leaden Seale 
for cloathes ( which he infiſts upon as if it wereas authentique as 
the Popes Bull) or the Seals of the Cuſtomers Office (which they 
are well skilled in improving for themſelves, though they rob the 
King of it) and the ſea/es of cloath of Gold, Silver, Velver, Da. 
makes, Chamlets, Silkes, Tobacco, and Tobarco-prpes, and of as 
many trinkets asare enumerated in their late Book of Exciſe and 
Rates; and let them take in the Seales of Tarmonthand Linre- 
woſed-makers to boot ; but let them not meddle with the Dut- 
chy Seale,the Exchequer Seale,the Seale of the Court of Wards and 
Liverics, nor the Sea/e of the Augmentation, (which he ſpends fo 
much waſt paper about, inhis pag. 21, & 26.) for feare of a Premu- 
zire, eſpecially if they have anyeares to loſe, as ſome of them have 
hitherto ; bur aboveall, meddle not with the Great Seale, it is not 
Prinnes Aſſertion, that the Parliament 1s uncapable of Treaſon,
